Tomorrow, Bucks County Commissioners John 
T. Welsh, chairman, Thomas R. Lewis and Adolph 
Andrews are scheduled to adopt a resolution fixing 
the present site of the county courthouse in Doyles­ 
town as the final site for a new, ultra-modern 
$6,000,000 courthouse. 


Passage of the resolution, according to the com­ 
missioners, is the final legal preliminary step in fix­ 
ing the site for the new courthouse within the tri­ 
angle bordered by East Court, North Broad and 
North Main streets, a site bitterly protested in a 
court suit, by citizens’ groups, businessmen and in­ 
dividuals. 
Opposition to the building of a new courthouse 
is practically non-existent (even the most bitter op­ 
ponents contesting the site admit there i£ grave 
need for a new building), but since 1953, when the 
possibility of a modern building was mentioned, 
scathing and bitter word battles have been fought 
to change its location, either to a less populated part 
of Doylestown or out of the county seat entirely. 
Blocked Plans 
More about the battles in the next article, how­ 
ever. Suffice to say now that Cyril W. Weston, West 
Rockhill township attorney, has for almost two 
years successfully blocked plans of former county 
commissioner chairman Joseph W. Hallowell and 
Welsh and Lewis, re-elected last year, to place the 
courthouse on the present site. 
Weston has lost an injunction action and an 
appeal in the county courts, and an appeal by him 
from the decision of Judge I. Louis Rubin and Judge 
Edward P. Little, Susquehanna county, will be heard 
in the State Supreme Court next month. 
He claims that the former board of commis­ 
sioners, which passed a resolution allegedly fixing 
the present site for the courthouse on June 7, 1954, 
did not submit its resolution to the Bucks County 
Planning Commission before passage. 
He claimed that the planning commission did 
not get the resolution until April, 1955, and that 
state law requires it be submitted to the planni ig 
commission before such a resolution fixing a site for 
a county building is passed.
